Health Offices Help 


Prevent Many Dangerous 
Diseases 


[" IS the duty of the Board of 
Or Health Officer of the city, 
state, or county, to keep the 
public informed by pamphlets or 
the daily papers, of the fact that 
‘ : many dis- 
 €ases are al- 
most entirely 
fF preventable. 
It is now true 
tnat diph- 
theria, scar- 
let fever, 
smallpox, 
nay fever, 
who oping 


cough, mea- 
sles, typhoid 
fever. and 
many other 
eommon dis- 
eases are 


preventable, 
and that any 
child can be immunized against 
these diseases without doing the 
child any harm. If, after being 
immunized, a child does contract 
one of these diseases, it will be 
in a mild form. Untortunately, 
immunizing does not always pre- 
vent the recurrence of a disease. 
Every doctor has scen persons 
Who havé had two or more at- 
tacks of scarlet fever, smallpox, 
whooping cough, and the like. 
Consequently we cannot expect 
vaccination against a disease al- 
ways tO prevent an attack of 
that disease. Nevertheless, par- 
ents are derelict who do not 
have their children protected 
against such ailments. 

ODAY every city and state, 
.* and most towns and counties, 
have their local health associa- 
tions and officers. Their powers 
and duties are manivold. Just in 
the past week I have had occa- 
sion to se their workings. I 
happened to notice that in one 
of our ball parks a great bunch 
Of poison ivy was growing in a 
very prominent place, where 
many people would come in con- 
tact with it. I erported this fact 
to our health officer. The next 
day all trace of poison ivy was 
gone and the health officer 
thanked me for calling his at- 
tention to the condition.

I inquired the cause, and 
was informed that neighbors 
had an open garbage can and 
kept several small dogs in a ken- 
nel in the same yard.

MY own city the Board of 
». Health has done many 
things. Typhoid fever, malaria, 
and tuberculosis were the dis- 
eases that took most of my time 
during my first years of practice, 
They are almost entirely gone 
now. Malaria is carried by 
mosquitoes, so we eliminate mos- 
guitoes. Typhoid fever is carried 
Principally in water and miik. 
If you live in the country. you 
should have the water in your 
well or spring examined for 
typhoid. If you send a sample 
of the water to your county or 
State board, they will examine it 
for you free of charge and in- 
form you of their findings, good 
or bad. 


HERE js a queer thing about 
typhoid in your drinking 


water. The germs may be in the 
water for some time and none 


of the family contract it, but a. 


stranger coming and @rinking 
the water may contract the dis- 
ease quickly, or if one of the 
family is weakened by some 
other sickness, he is very likely 
to develop typhoid.

PE®sSoNs living in the coun- 
try or the city, where flies 
predominate, should do all in 
their power to climinate them 
or at least to prevent their com- 
ing in contact with food and 
cooking utensils.

And then for daring moments, 
or for an experiment, every wo- 
man wants to have a try at being 
sophisticated for a change—ex- 
treme coiffure, extreme hats and 
dresses. Strong features or 
slightly irregular ones can best

—sleek, smooth, bold, Try it if 
you feel like you dare—no harm 
is done if you want to change 
back again and you may discover 
hidden possibilities in yourself by 
the experiment. 

Right now coiffure artists are 
stressing femininity and individ- 
uality. There is sophistication, 
yes, in the latest coiffures, but 
they are soft and lovely and 
feminine. They © are designed 
with unusual partings, unusual 
waves, unusual swirls and curls 
or bangs in unexpected places. 
Lines tend to be smooth and 
sculptured but they are never 
hard, never conflicting with the 
lines of vour features or with 
your personality. 

Consider Your Forehead 


In deciding on your coiffure 
one of the points to be considered 
is the height of your forehead. 
If it is low, then the hair should 
always be swept back and away 
from your face and the waves 
across the top kept shallow and 
smooth.

Tasty Dishes for Today 


CHEESE SOLVES 
MILK PROBLEMS 


By JUDITH WILSON 


HEN you prepare the deli- 

cious dishes made from col- 
tage cheese, do you realize how 
many problems it helps you 
solve? It contains all of the ex- 
cellent food properties of milk 
so you are giving more milk to 
your family in concentrated 
form. It lends itself to cool, 
nourishing dishes for hot days. 
It helps you save money on the 
food budget and helps you cut 
down your hours spent in the 
kitchen. 


In planning a menu that in- 
cludes cheese, remember that it 
is a close-textured food and 
should be combined with plenty 
of bulky vegetables. breads and 
fruits. Let cheese take the place 
of meat or eggs in the dict oc- 
casionally. 

T have several recipes for you 
that will give you an idea of the 
many ways in which cheese cai 
appear in the menu. 

Cheese Rolls 

Cheese rolls are a special treat 
for dinner or lunehson. Maize 
the dcugh by softening one-halt 
cake compressed yeast in one- 
fourth cup lukewarm water. Add 
four tablespoons sugur, one tea- 
spoon salt and four tablespoons 
fat to one cup of scalded milk 
in a mixing bowl. When luke- 
warm udd the softened yeast and 
flour enough to make a dough as 
soft as can be handled and 
kneaded. Cover and let rise to 
double the bulk. punch Gown and 
let rise again. Toss on a fioured 
board and roll out one-half inch 
thick, Cut into three inch 
squares and spread with the fol- 
lowing mixture: 


Mix one and one-half cups 
cottage chee, one-half cup 
sugar, One eee yolk, one-half 


tablespoon flour, one-half table- 
spoon butter, and lemon rind or 
nutmeg to fiayor. Cook over hot 
water until thick. Cool and place 
a tablespoon of the mixture in 
the center of each square, fold 
over, pinch the edges together 
and place in a greased pan. 
Erush the tops with melted but- 
ter, let rise until light and bake 
in a hot oven. 
A Delicious Cheese Ring 

For the molded cheese ring, 
soak one tablespoon gelatin in 
two tablespoons cold water and 
dissolve over hot water: Mash 
che package. of cream cheese 
and two cups of cottage cheese 
together and blend with two 
tablespoons chopped green pep- 
per, one-half teaspoon salt, one- 
half teaspoon scraped _ onion, 
One-half teaspoon Worcester- 
shire sauce and a few grains of 
cayenne. Add the gelatin and

THE position of the only child 

is hardly an enviable one. If 
he remains the only one until he 
IS seven or eight, the damage 
cone to his personality may be 
ir reparable. 
He will have 
associated 
too much 
with adults 
during the 
most impres- 
Sionable 
years or his 
life. During 
this time he 
will have 
oeen de- 
Prived of 
valuable ex- 
penence in 
mingling and 
coping -with his equals in age, 
size and ability. 

The advent of a new baby at 
this stage may be a good thing, 
but it also creates a new pro- 
blem. The older child has many 
more adjustments to make to 
Such a situation than the tod- 
Cler or pre-school child. Being 
at a critical age of awareness, he 
is apt to start off shy, self-con- 
scious and defeated in associa- 
tions with other children, where- 
as once he showed a tendency 
toward,arrogance. But he was 
not dependent on the group then 
and now he needs it. With the 
aid of sympathetic handling, 
however, he should come out all 
right. We must not expect him 
to change over night into a “big” 
boy and “big” brother, with 
changed responsibilities inside 
and outside the home. It can’t 
be done. 

Problem Grows With Age 

A child learns gradually ac.d 
from experience. And no child 
likes to take a back seat. The 
only child of two. three or four 
years suffers from wounded pride 
and confusion when his reign as 
only child comes to an abrupt 
end. But before long he be- 
comes adjusted to. the idea either 
happily or otherwise, depending 
upon. how important or unim- 
Portant he is made to feel by his 
parents. If he counts to them, 
his ego is satisfied. 

The child of seven, however. 
has recently - become Self-re- 
specting. He has certain illu- 
Sions about himself and his abil- 
ities. As an only child he May 
not feel comfortable always 
when in adult company. But as 
a result of associating with 
adults, he is certain to have 
gained an air of superiority. to- 
ward his contemporaries. .The 
children of his age group may 
be impressed.

“Ford Empire’ Holds 


Chain of Industrial 
Enterprises in Firm Grip 


HE “flivver” and its creator 

are distinctly a part of the 
modern world and will go down 
in history as vital factors of the 
age of mass ear aero Other 
motor car builders seek to pro- 
duce a machine for every-sized 
pocketbook, but Henry Ford 
made no such effort. He began 
with an automobile that was an 
instrument of locomotion and 
nothing else, the cheapest possi- 
ble, and ends with the manu- 
facture of one of the most ex- 
pensive cars on the market. 

The usual procedure employed 
in telling about the Ford indus- 
try is to begin by repeating the 
old saying that “an institution is 
the lengthened shadow of a 
man,” and before describing the 
company, to tell something of 
the romance of Henry Ford 
himself, “the man whose vision 
and labor it incarnates and by 
whose spirit it is led.” Then the 
biographer describes the birth of 
Henry Ford in 1863 in a modest 
farm house near Dearborn, 
Michigan, his unusual aptitude 
for mechanics, his climb to fame 
and fortune with his “tin Izzie” 
and finally his organization in 
1903 of the Ford Motor Com- 
pany, with paid-in capital of a 
pallry $28,000 

ORE romantic, in a way, 

than Ford himself is the 
“Ford Empire.” The Ford cor- 
poration as it exists today is a 
typical vertical trust. Its aim has 
been to control every process 
necessary for the production of 
an automobile, from the mining 
of the ore to the'selling of the 
finished product to the dealer. 
The Ford organization of today 
represents a complete industrial 
Chain in which every link has 
been strongly constructed. Raw 
materials, transportation and 
manufacturing are entirei y 
under the company’s control. The 
Ford industries therefore, are 
somewhat outside the pall of 
price fluctuations or shortage of 
raw materials, such as coal, iron, 
and timber, since every stage of 
transportation from the mines 
and the forest to the finished 
product is regulated, 
his situation is not 100 per- 
cent true in 1933 for various 
reasons. However, the Ford Em- 
pire comprises thirty-five plants 
in the United States and several 
abroad. The parent plant is in 
Highland Park, on the outskirts 
of Detroit, and has a capacity of 
more than 2,500,000 Ford vehicles 
a& year Its River Rouge plant, 
covering 1,100 acres, possesses its 
own blast furnaces, Paper mill 
ana has created a Great Lakes 
port. The company owns its own 
ore boats. It possesses more than 
half a million acres of timber 
and ore lands in upper Michigan 
and coal mines in Kentucky and 
West Virginia, with an estimated 
coal reserve of 600,000,000 tons. 
ENRY FORD set a pace for 
other automobile ~ manufac- 
turers in mass production by his 
low price, mass distribution and 
wage policies. He startled the 
business world in 1914 by an- 
nouncing a minimum wage of $5 
a day, at that time considered 
very high. However, his ware 
policy was accompanied by re- 
fusal to permit his men to or- 
ganize or to deal with them on 
the bagig.o%-collective bargaining. 
His official publication States: 
“The industrial relationship be- 
tween the Ford Motor Company 
and its employes is purely in- 
dividual and every policy is de- 
signed with the intention of 
keeping it so. Shop committees, 
unions or labor leaders are un- 
necessary because there is 
nothing to argue about except in 
individual cases and these are 
settled man to man.” 

Another difference between 
the Ford E:npire and other giant 
automobile manufacturers is 
that instead of having thousands 
of stockhol-ers scattered 
throughout the United States, 
the Ford corporation has only 
one stockholder unit, and that 
is the Ford family, owner of 100 
percent of its shares. The con- 
trol is unified throughout and 
the corporation is consciously 
directed to the vertical trust 
scheme, which seeks to take en- 
tire charge of a large part of 
the operations of the industry. 

Henry Ford has always felt 
that his business was not safe in 
the hands of anyone not included 
in the family circle.
